Connect the Phone 



Insert the supplied AC adapter’s barrel plug into the 
9V DCjack, and its AC plug into a standard AC 
outlet. 

Plug one end of the supplied long modular phone 
cord into the TEL LINE jack, and the other end into 
a modular telephone line wall-jack. 

Install and Charge the Handset Battery 



Before you can use your telephone, you will need to 
install the handset battery. The battery will then need 
to charge for at least 12 hours. 


1 . Remove the cover. 

2. Plug the battery pack’s connector into the socket. 
The connector fits only one way into the socket. 
Do not force the connector. 

3. Replace the cover. 

To charge the battery pack, place the handset on the 
base. The IN USE/CHARGING indicator on the base 
lights.

Setting Up the TeleZapper® 

1 . Lift the handset, and press PROG/CHAN. Then press < until 
the screen displays TELElRPPEFl:, and its current setting. 

2. Press SELECT. The current option flashes. 


Making and Receiving Calls 

1 . To make a call, lift the handset and press TALK. 

CQllllECTinG appears briefly and PHOriE on appears on the handset’s display, 
and the IN USE/CHARGING indicator on the base flashes. 

2. Dial the number. The number appears on the handset as you dial. 

When you receive a call, **FlinGinG** appears. To answer the call, lift the 
handset and press any button except OFF. PFIonE OFi appears on the handset’s 
display. To end a call, place the handset on the base or press OFF. 

Setting Up the Answering System 

1 . Press ANSWER ON / OFF. The button lights. 

2. Press MENU until the system announces the feature you want to set. 

3. Press SELECT until the system announces the setting you want. Then 
press TIME/SET to confirm your selection. 

4. Press MENU to move on to the next feature, or press MAILBOX 1 (2, 3) to 
exit the feature setup. 

Recording Your Announcement 

1 . Press MENU until you hear “Set Outgoing Message.” 

2. Press REC/MEMO. After you hear “Now recording” followed by a beep, 
speak toward the base to record your announcement. 

3. Press MAILBOX 1 (2, 3) to stop recording. The system plays back your 
recorded announcement. 

Reviewing Caller ID History 

For each call that comes in, the screen displays the following information 
between the first and second rings: 

• Your caller’s name (15 letters are sent by your telephone company) 

• The caller’s area code and telephone number 

• The time and date of the call 
1 . Press 4 to view call history. 


3. Use 4 or ► to choose 8FIS (basic), PDV (advance), or OFF. 

4. Press SELECT to activate the chosen option. 


2. Use 4 and ► to scroll through records in call history. When you scroll past 
the last record, ElID OF LIST appears. 
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
